“The roli call-a long 
record of glowing promises 
and anemic deliveries 
would include such cam- 

aigning catch phrases as 
missile gap,’ ‘stroke of 
the pen,strong presidency, 
‘get the country moving 
again,’ and so on’ he said. 

The former President 
spoke at a dinner meeting 
of about 75 Republican 
leaders attending a two-~ 
day workshop sponsored by 
the National Republican 
Citizens Committee. 


Besides heaping scorn 
on Kennedy, Eisenhower, 
still the nation’s No. | Re- 
publican, stoutly defended 
the committee, 

The committee itself 
was veering into the field 
of policy-making at the risk 
of. offending the con- 
gressional GOP bloc. 

Eisenhower said the cit~
